THARP (CSM) REMARKS THAT WHILE JAPANESE RESPONSIVE TO 
NEW ADMIN, ARE STILL ANXIOUS OVER ANY US TROOP WITHDRAWALS 
FROM SK IN NEAR FUTURE. NOTES FUKUDA "STRONGLY OPPOSED" 

ANY WITHDRAWAL/EXPECTED TELL CARTER ANY CHANGES IN SECUR- 
ITY KOREAN PENINSULA WOULD SERIOUSLY AFFECT JAPANESE SECUR- 
ITY AS WELL. SAYS ALTHO JAPANESE EMBARRASSED BY PARK'S 
REPRESSION HUMAN RTS, THEY WANT KEEP MIL ASPECTS SECURITY 
PROBLEM SEPARATE FROM RTS ASPECTS. JAPAN ALSO CLOSELY 
WATCHING CARTER ADMIN'S POLICIES TOWARD VN/PRC; TOKYO OF- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FICIALS THINK PRES WILL NOT MAKE HASTE NORMALIZE RELS 
W/PRC, SINCE NO POL NECESSITY INVOLVED. RE VN, JAPANESE 
BELIEVE HANOI MUST SHOW MORE COOPERATION ON MIA ISSUE 
BEFORE ANY SIGNIFICANT PROGRESS IN MUTUAL RELS CAN TAKE

MIA INFO TO BARGAIN FOR ACCESS TO INTL ECON/POL BODIES OF 
WHICH US PRINCIPAL GATEKEEPER. ADDS HANOI ALSO WANTS OIL- 
DRILLING DATA THAT FIRMS TOOK HOME W/THEM. FINDS US-VN 
ISSUES NOT ALL THAT TOUGH, SINCE ADMIN/HOUSE MIA CMTE
